Reports received a t the Zcppe^^j 
lin Company’s headquarters up to 
a late hour this morning indicat­ 
ed that all was well aboard the 
great dirigible, and that she was 
making good speed in her effort 
to beat out the storm. 
The 2Seppelin left her 
hangar 
on the shores of Lake Constance 
here today at 3:29 a. m. 
(10:29 
p. m. Wednesday New York day­ 
light saving tim e). 
Aboard 
the 
huge ship was a known comple­ 
ment of 666 livings beings, com­ 
posed of two monkejrs, two doves 
and 600 camaries from the Hartz 
mountains in addition to the pas­ 
sengers, the crew of 41 and the 
stow’aw'ay.

Belief that an aerial hitch-hik­ 
er was aboard the dirigible was 
expressed after a hurried search 
of the Zeppeiin, just before the 
start, failed to reveal any trace 
of a man seen to drop from *the 
roof-beams of the hangar onto the 
top of the Graf, and disappear ii>- 
to a ventilator shaft. 
Aided by searchlights, members 
of the crew’ made a hasty search 
of the interloper, but he was not 
found aboard.

" OT long ago I told yon about the dfangers which result from the 


absorption of body poisons. 
Why i§ it we overlook the im-

I have no doubt that constipation is a far greater factor in disease 


production than is generally believed. It stands 
to reason that the presence Ui the body of a fer- 
'meriting mass, must give rise to unplcaiant symp- 
toms. 


Fortunatelyf the lining membrane of the 


lower bowel, the colon, is so constructed that ab- 
sorption through its tissues is not great 
But, in 


spite of this protective measure, happily pro- 
vided by far-seeing Nature, there is some inva- 
sion of the body by this route. 


Not only is there direct absorption, but bac- 


teria or germs find in the content of the colon 
just exactly the proper conditions for rapid 
growth. 
Ultimately these agents, possibly of 


disease, are taken up by the blood. 


Once more we have occasion to be grateful 


to the Master Creator. Provision has been made 
to filter out of the blood these poisons, whether 
they be chemical or bacterial. 


But if their quantity and number are too great, the poor, over- 


worked liver cannot handle them.

New York .—Telephoning to Eu ­ 
rope by wireless is becoming a so­ 
c ial fad In America as well its an 
Important aid to bu siness, accord­ 
ing to Theodore G. Miller, general 
manager of the long lines depart­ 
ment of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company. Forty per 
cent of 7,500 individu al calls du r­ 
ing 19 28 were social 
calls, with 
messages 
from 
bank ers, 
brok ers 
and 
bu siness 
men 
rank ing 
ju st 
above, Ife declares in an Interview 
in the American Magazine. 
Growth of International telephon­ 
ing has been 1 rameu dou s. Miller 
adds, the nu mber of calls to Lon­ 
don, Paris, Berlin, Madrid, Vienna 
and other cities 
in 
Eu rope 
and 
Sou th America having grown from 
2.9 00 in 19 27 to more than 7,500 in 
the past year. 
Potentially, all of 
the 
19 ,000,000 telephones in the 
cities, towns and Isolated farms in 
the United States are link ed with 
those of the eastern world, giving 
a total of 28,000,000 instru ments 
hook ed u p in one great circu it. 
In­ 
ternational 
telephones were first 
presented to the pu blic In Janu ary, 
19 27, and hy the end of the year 
2.9 00 persons had availed them­ 
selves of the new method of com­ 
mu nication. 
In 19 28 more than 
7,500 Individu al calls were handled. 
The longest distance call was from 
San Diego, Calif., 
to 
Stock holm, 
Sweden, a span of 8.630 miles.

Using the Su n Diego-Stock Uolm 
call as an example of the marvels 
of

telephoning, 
Miller 
pointed ou t that if it were possible 
to talk lou d enou gh to be heard In 
Stock holm from Su n Diego, it wou ld

waves of the voice to travel the 
dislance. since the speed of sou nd 
waves is only 720 miles an hou r. 
The wireless telephone waves, how­ 
ever, travel Jit ilie rate of 1 
miles an hou r, speeding u p the con­ 
versation to one-fou rth of a second 
for the jou rney.

Potentially, all of 


the 30.000,000 telephones in the 
cities, rou-jis and isolated farms in 
the United States are linked with 
those of the eastern world, givin 
a total of 28,000,000 Instruments 
hooked up In one great circuit. In- 
ternational telephones were first 
presented to the public In January, 
1927, 
and by the end of the jear 


2,900 peisons had availed them- 
selves of the new method of com- 
munication. 
In 1028 more than 


7,500 IndUidual calls were handled. 
The longest distance call was from 
San Diego, Calif., to Stockholm, 
Sweden, a span of 8.030 miles. 


Marvels of Wireleu. 


Using the San Diego-Stockholm 


call as an example of the marvels 
of 
wireless 
telephoning, 
Miller 


pointed out that if it wove possible 
to talk loud enough to be heard in 
Stockholm from Sun Diego, it would 
require 12 horns for the sound 
wiv.es of the \oice to travel the 
distance, since the speed of sound 
v.-aves is only 720 miles an hour. 
The wireless telephone waves, how- 
ever, travel at the rate of 110,000 
miles on hour, speeding up the con- 
versation to one-fourth of a second 
for the jouiney. 


In discussing the social use of 


the international telephone, Miller 
told of the celebration by Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter Alfred May of Pitts- 
burgh, of their silver wedding an- 
nuersary.
